Bartnett devoted himself to an enJeavor 
to prove that ha was absent when many 
of the transactions were consummated 
by the bank. 
Although he did not Di- 
rectly charge- Brown with wrecking the 
bank, BartneU, In his

former friend and present jailmate.

It illustrates, however, how rapidly California com- 


munities have grown and the wcnderful changes that have taken 
place on the eastern shore of the l>av during the comparative!} brief 
period of two generations 


Another of the historic tracts which was negotiated b} the 


banker*' trust, and which holds the title thereto in escrow, 113 behalf 
of the citv for park purposes is the J Alora Moss property 
It is 


an ideal tract for the uses to w uch it is to be devoted 
But it 


differs largelv from the De Fremer} tract bv virtue of the fact that 
it is a wi' lerness of plant life, de\ doped artificially, for the grounds, 
after bein? laid out in walks and roadvvavs and planted with orna-

Physic-'ans Discover New Method 


of Treatment Which Will 


Save Lives. 


NEW TORE, Dec. M<—-Physicians at 


Beowrelt Hospital are enthusiastic over 
a new method'which is being- tried there 
for the treatment of severe burns. 
It Is 


said to have been unexpectedly successful 
during ;he short time It has been on 
trial, and the doctors say a number of 
lives have been saved that would have 
probably been lost If treated by any of 
the old methods. 


The treatment, which Is said to be «n- 


•trrely ororfnal at Roosevelt Hospital, con- 
sists of halting the patient. ' A large wire 
"form Is placed on the bed over the patient 
and the bed clothes placed on top of that 
Beside 'he bed Is placed an ordinary 
•email jras stove, provided with a special 
air chatrber, from which a tube runs un- 
der the bed clothes. 
Through this tube 


a, constant current of hot air Is forced 
Into the oven-like covering of the bad. 
The bed clothes are left loose at the foot 
of the bed to insure the introduction of 
fresh al-, but are closely fastened down 
everywhere else. 


It Is s-atod, at the hospital that several 


patients have been cured where the 
burns covered more than half the surface 
of the br>dy, while with the usual methods 
of treat :vient cases are generally fatal 
where a third of the body's surface Is 
burned.

turbine engine "blew oft Its head." 
Tlie engine of^IEOO kilowatt power wag 
running fall speed when the accident 
occurred, 
and the explosion wrecked 
its mate. The cylinder head ble-w crnt 
through the roof, descended through 
the building, through the cement floor 
and -wrecked the pumps In the base- 
ment.

entire electrical generating plant. 


The plant Is (badly crippled and has

tles pale more or less into insignificance. 


No other pugilistic event ever stirred 


(both continents as did this one. The men 
fought two hours and twenty minutes, 
and all creditable authorities agree that 
Heenan won. 


In those days the purse was only a 


nominal affair, and men fought for the 
sheer love of showing Individual suprem- 
acy. 
The stakes were $1000 a side and 


the belt emblematic of the championship. 


In the last forty years the purse for 


great championship affairs have usually 
been larger than what Heenan and Say- 
ers fought for, but in nearly every In- 


to show superiority that moved the ath- 
letea to strife. 


Also it may be said that the fight be- 


tween Heenan and Sayers was one of the 


the muscles stood out on his back and 
arms like hempen cords.
